DOCTORS WARN US AGAINST ^LARD WORK. 

OAF and grow fat” is the trite expression 
of an old truism supposed to have the 
backing of physiological research and med- 
ical experience. The farmer who wishes 

IMQNSM to fatten stock for the market does not 
permit it to roam the fields. He puts the 
stock in a pen, where it can get little ex¬ 
ercise, and feeds it fattening material. 

But it has never been supposed that loafing made a 
person healthy or strong. It favors an Increase of adi¬ 
pose tissue, but no one ever contended that it made 
muscular tissue or improved the circulation or strength¬ 
ened any of the organs of the body. 

But now come certain members of the Americau 
Medical Association with the declaration that hard 
work is deadly, that the “strenuous life” is making the 
young men of the United States as decrepit as their 
grandfathers were at the age of 70 years. The intro¬ 
duction of the cinder path, football and other forms of 
outdoor athletics into college life, it is claimed, has re¬ 
sulted in the alarming growth of an Incurable disease 
that is sapping the vitality of the young men. This 
disease, which the doctors have named “arteriosclero¬ 
sis,” is a suffering and deterioration of the arteries, 
causing them to age prematurely and bringing about a 
serious affection of the heart. 

It should not require the admonition of the learned 
doctors to impress young men with the danger and 
foolishness of “strenuous” athletics, or with the benefits 
to be derived from rational outdoor exercise. The loaf¬ 
ing that permits an excessive accumulation of fat Is 
dangerous. The work or the athletic exercise that does 
not respond to the rational needs of a particular body 
is also dangerous. Experience and common sense teach 
us this without the testimony of the doctors. 

Loafing does not bring health. Nor does “strenuous” 
exercise necessarily bring strength.—Chicago Record- 
Herald.

AGRICULTURE IN PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

HE question of teaching agriculture in our 
public schools is being ventilated thor¬ 
oughly by educational leaders. State 
Supt. Stetson, of Maine, has expressed 
the conviction that ln some elementary 
form all the teachers of that State should 
be prepared to teach agriculture. He 
thinks that farm boys and farm girls should be so 
taught that when they are through with the common 
schools they will be qualified to make country homes, 
and not, by their very training, be biased toward town 
life. The fact Is that the ordinary common school does 
comparatively exalt trade and manufacturing as com¬ 
pared with land culture. The children receive no in¬ 
formation whatever concerning animals and plants, 
concerning soils and fertilizers, nor are they taught the 
relation that in country life should exist between ths 
true, the beautiful and the useful. 

Suprlntendent Joyner, of North Carolina, Insists that 
agriculture should be taught Just as history Is taughi 
Assign a lesson ln nature study, and see that the pupil 
masters it. He thinks the application will come later. 
Pupils will become keenly Interested ln matters that 
touch everyday home life. Then he would have sup¬ 
plied to the pupils small boxes, In which they are to 
place the requisite soil, and in each plant a given num¬ 
ber of seeds. He would have them test seed to begin 
with—not go ahead blindly, but make sure at every 
point. For instance, he finds in his experiments that cab¬ 
bage seed germinates at a 90 per cent ratio, clover at 
a 75 per cent ratio, while blue gr^ss lias a percentage 
of germination as low us 45. His object is to tench a 
child accuracy in all matters pertaining to agriculture; 
but accuracy is nothing more or less than science. 

Elbert Hubbard emphasizes the necessity of a rad¬ 
ical change in the division of school work. To teach 
agriculture wisely requires a good deal of outdoor appli¬ 
cation. Recently we showed what Iowa had undertak¬ 
en with her normal schools—tlmt is, a certain nmount 
of garden work and field work for incipient teachers, so 
that they will lie qualified to teach nature studies ln the 
schools. 

There Is really no good reason why boys and girls 
should be shut up all day inside school rooms. It Is un¬ 
natural, and It is a serious damage to their nerves and 
their muscles. There is no reason why half of this time 
should not be spent out of doors in the application of 
the lessons learned. These may be lessons In entomol¬ 
ogy or I 11 ornithology, or in direct gardening. Mr. Hub- 
hard adds: “Suppose we quit talking about war, and 
set ourselves to the problem of educating *ur boy. 
and girls—that is, educate them to be useful; one ses¬ 
sion a day for books and the afternoon for hand work.” 
He thinks this would end the era of overworked teach¬ 
ers and yellow, nervous pupils. At present we are 
giving twice ns much to war ns we are to our schools. 
We are glad to welcome the assistance of all thoughtful 
educators, editors anil others in this campaign for com¬ 
mon sense. Let us make our motto “Educate for the 
farm and not from the farm; educate for the country 
and not from the country.”—New York Tribune.

To Remove Stain*. 

Iodine stains: Wash with alcohol, 
then rinse In soapy water. Scorch 
stains: Wet the scorched place, rulj 
with soap, and bleach in the sun. Soot 
stains: Hub the spots with dry meal 
before sending the clothes to the’wash. 
Grass stains: Saturate the spot thor¬ 
oughly with kerosene, then put In the 
washtub. Blood stains: Soak In cold 
salt water, then wash In warm water 
with plenty of soap; afterward boll. 
Mildew: Soak In a weak solution of 
lime for several hours, then wash with 
cold water and soap. Ink stains: Soak 
in sour milk; If a dark stain remains 
rinse In a weak solution of chloride of 
lime. Verdigris: Salt nnd vinegar will 
remove the worst spots of verdigris on 
brass or copper; wash off with soap 
nnd water, and polish with a whiting 
wet with alcohol. Grease spots: Hot

Tip to the Housewife. 

Chloride of lime nnd water will re¬ 
move ink stains from silver if well 
rubbed on the stains and then washed 
off at once, the silver being then pol¬ 
ished as ordinarily. The solution for 
the purpose is four ounces of chloride 
of lime to one and n half pints of wa¬ 
ter. This may be bottled and kept 
ready for use. 

Wicker furniture which lias been 
varnished will not take enamel until 
the varnish has been washed off with 
boiling water In which there Is a little 
wnshlng soda. After it dries, rub it 
thoroughly with a piece of flannel dip¬ 
ped in turpentiue, and after this has 
been aired for twenty-four hours rub 
with sandpaper, nfter which the wick¬ 
er may be either painted or dyed sat¬ 
isfactorily. 

A Substitute for Chamois. 

Old pieces of velveteen should, after 
they have served their original pur¬ 
pose, be saved for polishing cloths.

This strictly commercial business of 
ffiark hunting is done in small sloops, 
vhoso headquarters are in the more 
lortherly Nouviglan ports, says I’e.ir- 
•on's Magazine. The crews are for the 
most part made up of pure-blooded 
lescendauts of the vikings, who are 
still to be found In any number among 
the cod fishers of Hammerfest and 
Promso. And a magnificent race of 
nen they are! Accustomed from boy¬ 
hood to a life of hardship, they have 
i way of treating Father Neptune 
with a slightly contemptuous tolera¬ 
tion, like an old friend of somewhat 
uncertain temper, whose rapid changes 
from smiling benevolence to wild, blus¬ 
tering anger are on the whole rather 
amusing than otherwise. 

They care nothing for danger, and 
little for suffering—in themselves or 
in others. Why, then, should they 
stop to think that perhaps a maimed, 
but still living shark can feel? 

The fishing is done off the coast cf 
Iceland In about eighty fathoms of 
water. Three or four gallows like 
structures are rigged up around the 
sides of the sloop, nnd from each of 
these hangs a pulley-block, over which 
runs a strong rope; and to the end of 
this the baited hook is fastened. A 
plentiful supply of ground bait Is 
thrown out to attract the quarry, nnd 
such is the eagerness with which the 
sharks take the bait that sometimes 
each one of the gallows-like fishing 
rods will have its fish hooked and 
fighting for life, all at the same time. 

There Is no “playing” the fish; It is 
not necessary or possible and the pow¬ 
erful tackle is hardly likely to break, 
no matter how fiercely the hookeu 
shark may struggle. But the shark 
is not, for his size, a game fish, and. 
excepting when he is actually being 
hoisted up out of the water, there is 
no very serious strain on the tackle. 
If he does now and then get away, 
it is not because he ever manages to 
break the line, but because a lightly 
fixed hook easily tears through the soft 
cartilaginous skeleton of his head and 
so sets him free. 

As soon as the shark has taken one 
of the baits, the hnullng tackle at¬ 
tached to his particular gallows is 
manned, and without any superfluous 
fuss or ceremony he is hauled up to 
the sloop nnd hoisted just clear of the 
water. 

He is not brought on board at all, 
but with a few bold dashes Ills liver 
Is cut out as ho hangs and is thrown 
into a tub, to bo further dealt with 
later. Then his eyes are put out and 
ho is cut adrift—to go and complete 
the tnrdy process of dying where and 
how he pleases. 

All this sounds very horrible but 
there is one curious fact which goes 
far to make us believe that this death 
cannot, after all, be such a cruel one 
as nt first appears. It is this: the 
fishermen say that, unless they put 
out the shark’s eyes he will after¬ 
ward cause them a lot of trouble by 
coming nnd taking the bait a second 
time. 

It sounds incredible, but the state¬ 
ment Is thoroughly well authenticated 
by eye witnesses who have seen a 
liverless shark do Just this very thing. 
Scientists, doubtless, nre right in say¬ 
ing that the shark (which by anatomi¬ 
cal classification Is one of the lowest 
of the fishes), does not feel pain in the 
way more highly organized animals 
feel it. Wo will cling to that belief, 
for It is consoling—to us, If not to the 
shark, who is thus sacrificed that his 
liver may supply us with—what? 

It is a secret not to be spoken 
aloud. Norway Is one of the great 
centers of the cod trnde, nnd from 
cod is made cod-llver-oll, nnd—shark 
liver-oil tastes and looks much like it.

At Her Little Theater In Paris It 
Cost* Very Little. ® 

“When I hear what prices they nre 
paying to see Mine. Bernhardt here in 
New York,” said the traveled girl, ac¬ 
cording to the New York I’ress, “I can 
hnrdly realize that It Is true the price 
I paid to see her in Paris.

Ihus expressed the facts relating to our crops, live 
stock and land values have been called “The Epic of 
the Farm.’’ An epic, we are told by the lexicogra¬ 
phers, is a presentation of a great and noble theme. 
It narrates exploits beneficent and wonderful In their 
results, and no greater or nobler theme can be found 
than the one which depicts the relations of these 
achievements to human well being. 

F/xpressed in millions of bushels the production of 
grain in the United States was ns follows: Corn, 
2,708; oats, 939; wheat, 684; barley, 183, and the minor 
grain/, including rice, rye and buckwheat, sufficient to 
swell the grand total to 4,521,000,000 bushels, or 225,- 
000 , 000,000 pounds. 

Such a quantity of grain would require for its trans¬ 
portation by rail 5,6i25,000 standard freight cars, which, 
if placed end to end, would encircle the earth one and 
four-fifths times. It is sufficient to give to every man, 
woman and child on the globe 150 pounds, or approx¬ 
imately one-fifth of their annual supply of such ma¬ 
terial for their food. It is enough to furnish the Amer¬ 
ican farmers with seed for their succeeding crops, 
give to the people of the land all the breadstuff re¬ 
quired by them, and leave 3,500,000 bushels for ex¬ 
port, to be used in the arts or converted Into second¬ 
ary or higher forms of human food in the shape of

nearly three times the capital Invested in our national 
banks. 

In 1890 Mulhail, an English statistician, Inserted the 
following statement In his dictionary of statistics: “In 
the United States 9,000,000 hands raised nearly half as 
much grain as 60,000,000 in Europe." The average 
grain product per farm worker in the United States at 
the date mentioned was more than three times as large 
as that of his European competitor. In the Inter¬ 
vening years that product has materially increased in 
the United States, while remaining practically un¬ 
changed throughout Europe. 

As a result we find that the 4,521,000,000 bushels of 
grain produced In 1905 by the 11,000,000 toilers ls at 
least one-half the corresponding product of the 75 , 000 ,- 
000 tollers employed on European farms. One Amer¬ 
ican farmer produces not far from three and one-half 
times as much grain as the average toller on the farms 
of Europe. If the comparison were made between the 
United States and the European nations exclusive of 
Russia, the superiority of American farms would be 
even more marked. 

The grains constitute the most important single 
source of human food, and for this reason are first 
considered. They also constitute a large part of the 
food of domestic animals and poultry. Of other crops 
used for human and animal food the Department of 
Agriculture furnishes estimates for potatoes, tobacco 
and hay. The 1905 production of potatoes was 260,- 
000,000 bushels, worth $188,000,000; that of tobacco 
660,000,000 pounds, worth $52,000,000, and that of hay 
60,000,000 tons, worth $605,000,000.—L. G. Powers, 


luny-uiree nre . ..

ECONOMY OF LUCIN CUT-OFF, 


HIDDEN WEALTH OF INDIA, 


Saving In Operating Expenses More 
tban Paying for Investment. 

On the 18th of September, 1904, pas¬ 
senger trains were first sent over the 
cut-off, and from then until the middle 
of last January only thirty-four min¬ 
utes, all told, were lost by them on the 
new track, far less than the average 
delay on the old road. Dec. 23, 1904, 
was the last black day in the record. 
That was 200 l'ect of till near Rambo 
went down a little more than a foot. 
The Lucin cut-off is complete, and Mr. 
Hood, the engineer, is justified for his 
fulfil. So, too, is Mr. Harriman, the 
financier; for In January, 190."), the op¬ 
erating expenses of the new road were 
$01,000 less than the operating ex¬ 
penses of the old road in January, 
1901, although the traffic was greater. 

With 000,000 tons of through freight 
annually, and that amount increasing, 
the old road had reached its limit. It 
took three locomotives to handle 950 
tons, aud often required from thirty 
to thirty-six hours. Over the cut-off a 
siugle engine lias hauled 2,300 tons iu 
less than uine hours. Passenger trains 
that used to go in two or three sec¬ 
tions, each with two locomotives, now 
run from fourteen to seventeen coaches 
with one engine. 

When you sit in the observation car 
and gaze at these miles of fill and tres¬ 
tle you will not see a strikingly spec¬ 
tacular piece of engineering accom¬ 
plishment, but you will see the monu¬ 
ment of oue of the greatest exhibitions 
of pluck and endurance ever made. 
And when you talk with one of the 
men who made it, he will tell you of 
this or that sink, and joke at the rec 
oliection of those almost despairing 
days.—Century.

It would be an immense benefit tc 
all mankind if the stores of gold now 
held by individuals in India could be 
made available for general use. Ever 
since the dawn of history that coun 
try has been gathering and hiding !1 
away. Treasures of almost Incalcula¬ 
ble value are possessed by many In¬ 
dian princes, says Spare Moments. 

When the maharajah of Burdewar 
died the stock of gold and silver left 
by him was so large that no member 
of the family could make au accurate 
estimate of It. A report made to the 
British government by a secret agent 
stated that on the estate of the de¬ 
funct potentate were a number of treas¬ 
ure bouses, one of them containing 
three rooms. The largest of these 
three rooms was forty-eight feet long 
and was filled with ornaments of gold 
and silver, plates and cups, washing 
bowls, jugs, and so forth—all of pre¬ 
cious metals. The two other rooms 
were full of bags and boxes of gold 
moliurs and silver rupees. The door 
of this and other treasure houses lmd 
been bricked up for nobody knows how 
long. 

Those valuables, according to an an 
cient custom, were in the custody of 
the maharajah's wife, tiie vaults being 
attached to her apartments, but none 
of them was allowed to he opened save 
in tlie presence of the master. One 
vault was filled with ornaments be¬ 
longing to different gods of the fam¬ 
ily. Tlie natives of India commonly 
bury their hoards and among tlie poor¬ 
er classes a favorite hiding place Is a 
hole dug beneath the bed. Disused 
wells are sometimes employed for the 
same purpose. 

It is undoubtedly a fact that many 
hoards tlius deposited are lost forever. 
Gold is also valued on religious 
grounds. Tlie gods take up great quan¬ 
tities of gold, silver and precious 
stones. The temples contain vast 
amounts of tlie yellow and white met¬ 
als. The habit of hoarding seems to 
have been induced by ages of misgov- 
ernment, during which oppression and 
violence were rile. No feeling of safe¬ 
ty existing, It was natural that tlie na¬ 
tives should adopt tlie practice of re¬ 
ducing their wealth to a concentrated 
shape and hiding it.

FIRST COSSACK8 IN AMERICA. 


Daring Voyager, in Kotchea Across 
the liering Sea. 

Long before Peter the Great lmd sent 
Vitus Bering to America, iu 1741, Rus- 
ilan Voyagers lmd launched out east 
and north with a daredevil reekless- 
aess that would have done honor to 
prehistoric man. That part of their 
adventures Is a record that exceeds 
file wildest darings of fiction, snys a 
ivrlter In Harper’s Magazine. Their 
mats were called kotclies. They were 
lome sixty feet long, flat-bottomed, 
planked with green timber. Not a nail 
ivns used. Where were nails to come 
from 0,000 miles across the frozen 
tundras? Indeed, Iron was so scarce 
that at a later day, when ships with 
(lulls ventured on these seas, natives 
were detected diving below to pull the 
nails from tlie timbers with their 
teeth. Instead of nails the Cossacks 
used reindeer thongs to bind tlie plaukr 
ing together. Instead of tar, moss and 
day and the tallow of sea animals 
calked the seams. Needless to say, 
there was neither canvas nor rope. 
Reindeer thongs supplied tlie cordage, 
reindeer tildes tlie snlls. On suen rick¬ 
ety craft, “with the help of God and 
a little powder,” tlie Russian voyagers 
hoisted sail and put to sen. On Just 
such vessels did Destnieff and Stadu- 
cliln attempt to round Asia from tlio 
Arctic into Bering son (1047-50). 

To be sure, tlie first bang of tlie ice 
does against tlie prow of tlie rickety 
boats knocked them Into kindling 
wood. Two-thirds of the Cossack voy¬ 
agers were lost every year; and often 
all news that enme of the crew was a 
mast-pole washed in by the tide with 
a dead man lashed to tlie cross-trees. 
Small store of fresh water could be 
carried. Pine needles were the only 
antidote for scurvy ; and many a time 
the boat came tumbling back In the 
home port, not a man well enough to 
stand before the mast
